As Keystone is sunburnt and far-
flung, with no direct car line, it
would be appreciated if friends with
cars would call for neighbors or Sun-
day school children.

‘We are few and scattered, and was
it not for the fact that Christian Sci-
ence has a real different angle or
viewpoint of the same old Bible that
all the other churches have and teach
in common, the writer for one would
deplore the fact ol still one more new
church and Sunday school for Tor-
rance, to divide its Christian people
and their families.

But as the Christian Science mes-
sage to this age is vital, as we see
it, we bow to the unavoidable and
welcome our Christian Science friends
to accept the kindly call from Tor-
rance to meet them in their new
Christian Science society and Sunday
school there.

This will not proselyte from other
places of Christlan worship, who all
have one and the same Bible, although
they have different interpretations of
the same and expect different results
from the same book.
